On  the  first 
weekend  in  October,  the  campus  becomes 
alive  with  the  music  of  mountain  bands,  the 
clogging  of  area  dance  teams,  and  the  demon- 
strations of  traditional  crafts  and  home  arts.

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This  four-discipline  division  sponsored  numer- 
ous activities  during  the  1984-85  school  year, 
sometimes  involving  students  without  their  real- 
izing they  were  involved.  Political  science  stu- 
dents conducted  pre-election  surveys  and  earned 
internship  credit  by  working  in  political  cam- 
paigns. Trips  to  Washington,  D.C.,  and  to  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  were  planned  in  January.  The 
D.C.  trip  covered  political  and  cultural  trends 
and  history  in  American  government.  The  stu- 
dents who  went  to  Ohio  studied  the  problems  of 
Appalachian  natives  who  have  been  forced  to 
adapt  to  an  urban  environment. 

The  faculty  members  of  this  large  academic  di- 
vision were  active  as  usual  during  '84-'85.  They 
published  articles  in  their  special  areas  of  study, 
and  some  were  active  on  the  lecture  circuit.  On 
campus,  the  divisional  faculty  announced  plans 
to  expand  the  computer  literacy  of  behavioral 
science  students. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  interesting  activities  of 
students  in  this  division  was  the  "breaking  of 
norms"  by  sociology  students.  This  is  a  deliber- 
ate project  in  which  a  student  does  something 
out  of  the  ordinary  and  then  studies  the  reac- 
tions of  others  to  that  "not-normal"  activity. 
Students  have  been  known  to  do  all  sorts  of 
strange  things  to  fulfill  these  assignments — eat- 
ing while  standing  up,  wearing  a  bathing  suit  in 
a  situation  where  such  a  costume  was  out-of- 
place,  flashing — all  sorts  of  things.  The  results 
were,  indeed,  often  memorable.

While  we  at  Mars  Hill  College  were  striving 
for  new  heights  of  achievement  during  the  aca- 
demic year,  historic  achievements  were  taking 
place  all  around  us  in  the  nation  and  the 
world — even  outer  space.

We  think  you 
will  agree  that  it  includes  some  unforgettable 
moments  in  1984. 

President  Reagan  won  re-election  with  the 
biggest  electoral  vote  in  the  nation's  history  in 
the  November  1 984  election.  He  took  49  states 
with  59  per  cent  of  the  total  vote. 

Democratic  presidential  candidate  Walter 
Mondale  made  history  when  he  chose  a  wom- 
an, Geraldine  Ferraro,  as  his  vice  presidential 
running  mate. 

Vanessa  Williams,  the  first  black  ever  chosen 
as  "Miss  America,"  was  forced  to  give  up  her 
title  at  the  request  of  pageant  officials  after  it 
was  revealed  that  she  had  posed  nude  for  sex- 
ually explicit  photos.  Her  successor,  Suzette 
Charles,  crowned  "Miss  America"  of  1985, 
Sharlene  Wells. 

The  Statue  of  Liberty  marked  her  98th  birth- 
day in  1 984,  showing  definite  signs  of  her  age. 
A  two-year  restoration  to  get  the  grand  lady 
ready  for  her  centennial  was  begun  in  July. 

Walter  Payton,  great  running  back  for  the 
Chicago  Bears,  became  the  all-time  leading 
rusher  in  the  history  of  professional  football. 

Robert  Duvall  and  Shirley  MacLaine  won  Os- 
cars for  their  performances  in  "Tender  Mer- 
cies" and  "Terms  of  Endearment." 

Michael  Jackson  conducted  his  so-called  Vic- 
tory tour  with  performances  in  more  than  a 
dozen  cities  across  the  nation. 

The  1984  World  Series  saw  the  Detroit  Tigers 
beat  the  San  Diego  Padres  four  games  to  one.

A  sad  and  costly  chapter  in  American  diplo- 
macy came  to  an  end  during  1984.  After  two 
years  of  limited  success  and  the  deaths  of  260 
Marines,  President  Reagan  ordered  the  with- 
drawal of  the  American  troups  from  Lebanon. 

Turmoil  intensified  in  Central  America  dur- 
ing 1984.  but  there  were  a  few  hopeful  signs. 
After  years  of  civil  war,  elections  were  held  in 
El  Salvador.  Jose  Napoleon  Duarte  was  elect- 
ed president. 

Vivacious  little  Mary  Lou  Retton  became  the 
darling  of  the  crowds  at  the  summer  Olympics 
in  Los  Angeles,  leading  the  American  wom- 
en's gymnastic  team  to  victory.  She  won  the 
all-around  gold  medal  and  led  her  teammates 
to  the  silver.  Sprinter  Carl  Lewis  led  the  U.S. 
Track  &  Field  Team  in  the  24th  Olympics, 
winning  four  gold  medals.  The  United  States 
did  very  well  in  the  summer  Olympics,  win- 
ning 83  gold  medals,  61  silver,  and  30  bronze. 
The  men's  gymnastic  team  was  among  the 
gold-medal  winners. 

The  winter  Olympics  in  Yugoslavia  in  Febru- 
ary produced  some  memorable  performances 
by  Americans.  Scott  Hamilton  won  the  gold 
medal  in  men's  figure  skating,  and  Steve 
Mahre  took  the  gold  in  the  giant  slalom  skiing 
event. 

The  Royal  Family  of  Great  Britain  grew  dur- 
ing 1984  as  Princess  Diana  gave  birth  to  a 
second  son.  Prince  Harry. 

Pope  John  Paul  II  continued  his  world-wide 
travels  during  1984.  In  May  he  visited  New 
Guinea,  where  200.000  natives  turned  out  to 
welcome  him  in  the  highland  jungle  country. 

U.S.  Astronaut  Bruce  McCandless  took  an 
historic  walk  in  space  during  1984.  Using  the 
so-called  "Manned  Maneuvering  Unit,"  he 
moved  away  from  the  shuttle  Challenger  dur- 
ing one  of  its  8-day  space  missions. 
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Putting  the  finishing  touch  on  a  project  is  always 
my  favorite  part,  and  this  is  no  exception.  When 
Angela  and  I  began  this  collection  of  memories 
we  decided  to  give  it  our  all — and  we  did.  I  guess 
that's  what  makes  this  book  so  special  to  us,  and 
we  hope,  to  all  of  you.  The  best  part  is  yet  to 
come,  however.  The  yearbook  staff,  for  the  first 
time  ever,  is  compiling  a  spring  supplement  cov- 
ering January  to  May  of  1985.  This  will  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  Fall  Semester  of  1985.  I'd  like  to 
say  thank  you  to  Angle  most  of  all.  Without  her 
I  never  could  have  done  it.  Enjoy  the  book  now 
and  hopefully  in  years  to  come.
